CLASS  HISTORY 


Wide-eyed  with  anticipation  and  casting  nervous 
smiles  about  us,  we  the  sophomores  of  1958  began  our 
careers  as  students  in  Arlington  High  School.  From 
the  windows  facing  toward  the  east,  new  additions  to 
the  school  rise  brick-by-brick.  The  tumult  created  by 
this  situation  made  concentration  difficult;  general  tran- 
quility was  further  upset  by  the  excitement  of  a suc- 
cessful football  season  marred  by  only  one  loss.  We 
were  later  an  appreciative  audience  at  the  Dramatic 
Club’s  presentation  of  “Our  Hearts  Were  Young  and 
Gay”  and  were  equally  enthusiastic  about  the  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan  Club’s  offering,  “The  Pirates  of  Penzance.” 
These  performances  terminated  our  use  of  the  Junior 
High  East  Auditorium  as  the  locale  of  our  amateur  pro- 
ductions; the  next  year  saw  some  of  us  performing  on 
our  new  stage  in  the  Lowe  Auditorium. 

March  brought  with  it  victory  for  our  hockey  team 
in  the  form  of  the  state  championship  and  the  chance 
to  show  what  we  could  do  in  the  Providence  regional 
tournament. 

Finally,  the  precedent  set  by  our  art  department  in 
winning  a number  of  coveted  awards  was  a pleasant 
addition  to  our  first  wonderful  year. 

Full  of  confidence  we  returned  as  juniors  after  a 
summer’s  rest.  We  played  basketball,  mixed  chemicals. 
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sang,  cooked,  and  painted  in  the  new  additions  of  the 
high  school,  completed  during  the  summer  vacation. 
Many  students  strove  to  master  Russian;  and  the  ac- 
celerated science  class,  the  first  in  Arlington  High, 
entered  its  third  semester  of  chemistry.  The  new  sci- 
ence club  offered  students  a chance  for  original  re- 
search; a successful  season  was  climaxed  by  the  well 
attended  spring  science  fair. 

This  Thanksgiving  day  football  game  saw  an  end 
to  the  traditional  rivalry  between  Arlington  High 
School  and  Melrose,  as  they  defeated  us  in  the  last 
game  we  would  ever  play  together. 

In  December,  the  Dramatic  Club  presented  The 
Matchmaker,  winning  the  acclaim  of  all  who  attended. 
Later,  the  skill  of  the  “Spy  Ponders”  was  well  dis- 
played as  the  hockey  team  captured,  for  the  second 
consecutive  year,  the  Greater  Boston  Inter-seholastic 
championship.  The  chess  team,  not  to  be  outdone,  suc- 
ceeded in  winning  its  own  title  of  state  championship 
in  the  field  of  chess. 

The  newly-dedicated  Lowe  Auditorium  found  itself 
filled  to  capacity  as  the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  Club 
gave  a very  professional  presentation  of  the  “Mikado.” 
The  gala  junior  prom,  held  at  the  Hotel  Continental, 
was  a night  to  be  remembered.  As  this  year  came  to 
an  end.  Superintendent  Hall,  the  head  of  the  Arlington 
school  system  for  so  many  years,  announced  his  plans 
for  retirement.  Dr.  Roens,  his  assistant,  assumed  the 
responsibilities  of  superintendent.  Our  new  assistant 
superintendent.  Dr.  Lawrence  H.  Anderson,  came  to 
our  school  system  in  January,  1960. 

When  the  summer  was  over,  we  entered  high  school 
as  seniors,  ready  for  the  most  important  year  of  all. 
A very  important  year  it  was!  We  were  caught  in  a 
whirl  of  last  minute  preparations  and  worry  over  our 
future  plans.  The  outside  world  loomed  closer.  We  still 
found  time  to  cheer  our  sports  teams  on  to  victory. 
Gloucester  was  our  Thanksgiving  Day  foe,  and  we  met 
her  with  full  force.  The  Dramatic  Club  produced  anoth- 
er success,  “Connecticut  Yankee  in  King  Arthur’s 
Court.”  The  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  Club  matched  this 
with  their  production  of  “The  Mocking  Bird.”  We  were 
proud  of  the  students  who  received  scholarships  and 
awards.  Sixteen  were  presented  certificates  of  merit 
while  six  were  semi-finalists  in  the  Merit  Scholarship 
Competition.  The  Latin  Club  and  the  Science  Club 
both  offered  interesting  exhibitions. 

Our  last  week  in  high  school  was  really  the  most 
exciting.  Class  day,  the  senior  prom,  and  graduation 
night  all  left  us  with  memories  which  will  be  with  us 
always.

The  Chess  Club  meets  every  Friday  in 
Room  5 at  the  close  of  school.  It  is  open 
to  all  players  who  are  interested.  There  are 
experienced  players  and  novices,  all  of 
whom  can  learn  by  playing  with  others  and 
analyzing  their  games  to  discover  how  they 
could  have  played  better. 

Developing  skillful  players  is  necessary 
as  the  Chess  Club  enters  a competing  team 
in  the  Greater  Boston  Interscholastic  Chess 
League.  In  fact,  the  Arlington  High  Chess 
Club  is  the  defending  champion  of  the 
league.  When  senior  members  graduate,  they 
have  to  be  replaced  by  younger  players;  that 
is  the  reason  for  its  being  so  necessary  to 
encourage  the  younger  players  to  play  better.

61  individual,  championship  of  Greater 
Boston,  and  Kenneth  Walters  tied  for  third.

The  Arlington  High  School  projection  club,  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  Fagone,  functions  in  the  oper- 
ation of  many  types  of  movies,  using  sound  and  repro- 
duction equipment. 

In  this  year’s  club,  there  are  about  thirty  members 
who  are  more  than  willing  to  forfeit  their  study  periods 
in  order  to  learn  to  operate  these  machines. 

The  primary  function  of  the  club  is  to  operate  the 
machines  for  the  teachers  who  find  visual  aid  teaching 
devices  helpful  in  their  classes. 

The  movies  can  express,  sometimes  in  a matter  of 
seconds,  a point  which  could  possibly  take  endless 
lessons  to  explain. 

The  club  also  has  control  of  special  services;  such  as, 


the  lighting  for  the  school’s  new  auditorium.  The  hall 
has  been  equipped  with  a General  Electric  control 
panel,  a type  which  is  used  in  many  professional  thea- 
ters. There  is  also  a sound  control  cabinet  which  has  a 
built-in  tape  recorder,  phonograph,  amplifier,  and  mi- 
crophone mixer. 

Learning  to  operate  these  units  is  optional  for  the 
club  members;  special  training,  which  is  provided  for 
every  machine  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  as  a club 
policy,  is  required. 

The  projection  club  is  a very  useful  and  busy  or- 
ganization which  enjoys  the  benefits  of  a hard  year  of 
work,  as  do  most  other  clubs,  and  ranks  among  the 
most  popular. 


STAMP  CLUB 


After  a lapse  of  several  years,  the  Arling- 
ton High  School  Stamp  Club  was  reorgan- 
ized with  seventeen  members  who  meet 
every  other  week.  The  practice  of  exchang- 
ing duplicates  affords  each  member  the  op- 
portunity to  increase  his  collection  and  at 
the  same  time  to  meet  other  students  who 
are  interested  in  this  hobby.  The  club  is 
open  to  all  students  whether  they  are  nov- 
ices in  stamp  collecting  or  are  somewhat 
experienced.  Students  may  obtain  the  knowl- 
edge necessary  to  pass  the  requirements  for 
securing  Scout  Merit  Badges  by  listening  to 
speakers  on  occasional  programs  and  seeing 
exhibits  of  collections.
